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NOTICE. 



In the Notice prefixed to the Catalogue of Additions for the 
years 1848-1853, published in 1868, it was stated that the further 
continuation of the Catalogue of Additions would be suspended, 
in order to allow of the compilation of a general Class-Catalogue 
of all the collections of manuscripts in the Museum. What was then 
contemplated has been accomplished. Partly by using existing 
catalogues of the different collections, and partly by re-descriptions 
of manuscripts, the titles of the various works have been brought 
together, and arranged under heads of subjects, in a series of 
108 volumes; so that not only are all the copies of the same 
work shown in one view, but the works themselves are grouped 
in classes, according to their principal subject, and historical 
papers are described chronologically under the countries with 
which they are connected. 

This Class-Catalogue can now be consulted in the rooms of the 
Department of MSS. ; but it is intended that the publication of 
full catalogues of the more important divisions shall be commenced 
very shortly, some of these works being already in an advanced 
state of preparation. 

In the meantime, it has been judged advisable to take up the 
printing of the Catalogue of Additions from the year at which it 
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NOTICE. 



was suspended, and to proceed with it continuously to the acqui- 
sitions of the present time, adding one Index for the whole period. 

The present volume deals with the Additional Manuscripts only, 
for the years 1854-1860 ; and a second will, it is believed, suflSce to 
complete the period to 1875. A third volume will, in that case, 
comprise the Egerton MSS., Papyri, and Charters for the whole 
twenty-two years; and the Index to the three volumes will be 
printed separately. 

The present Catalogue gives, in a condensed form, the sub- 
stance of the descriptions contained in the more detailed yearly 
Catalogues in MS. The writers of original letters, as well as 
authors of works, have been carefully identified ; and in the present 
volume, all the writers of letters, with the exception of those in 
the Lauderdale papers (Nos. 23,113-23,138), and the Eobinson 
correspondence (Nos. 23,780-23,878), have been individually 
noted. But henceforward, in the case of a large correspondence, 
a general description of the papers with an enumeration of the 
principal writers will be thought suflScient, and the omitted names 
will appear only in the Index. 

In the temporary absence of an Index, it may be of service to 
point out some of the more important manuscripts described in the 
present volume. 

Among collections of official correspondence and state-papers,
